O'NEIL DISCOUNTS 
SYNTHETIC RUBBER 


Says German Formula 
Far Behind Natural 
Product 


By A. L. JAMES 

KRON, O., Jan. 3.—William 

O'Neil, president of the Gen- 
eral Tire and Rubber Company, 
does not believe that the German 
synthetic formula of making rub- 
ber, which has received consider- 
able publicity, cam compete suc- 
cessfully in peace times with the 
natural product. of 

Interviewed on this subject, Mr. 
O’Neil said: “American rubber men 
are not as yet giving much serious 
attention to the German prediction 
that synthetic rubber will shortly 
be produced in such quantities as 
to make it a real factor in the 
world’s rubber supply. 

“We can all remember how Ger- 
many was starved for rubber dur- 
ing the war and how all sorts of 
substitutes, including ropes, were 
used in place of tires on some of 
Germany's motor equipment. That, 
the synthetic formula would save 
Germany from a similar shortage in 
case of another blockade is possible, 
but there is little evidence that it 
can be produced cheaply enough to 
compete with the natural product. 

“The base of the synthetic rubber 
is to be a derivative of coal tar, or 
indigo, now used principally as dye 
stuffs. The amount inow used is 
limited, of course, compared with 
the demand there would be if syn-
